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Cotton Situation Today 


(From Jones Co. A. C. A.) 


Today we want to take a good 
look at the cotton situ ation in thd 
world. We don’t want to leav e any 
false impressions, bu t we don’t want 
to appear too discou raging. 
We are faced with a world su p­ 
ply of 50 million bales of cotton. 
Of this amou nt 24 million are 
in 
other cou ntries; 26 million are the 
United States su pply . 
Breaking down the 
26 
million 
bales, we find 14 million bales are 
the <!&rry -ov er. 12 million bales are 
the cu rrent produ ction. 
Now any way y ou look at it, that 
amou nts to a lot of cotton, far more 
than the world is accu stomed to u s­ 
ing, far more than the world will 
by 
any 
chance 
u se 
this 
y ear. 
Meanwhile, produ ction will continu e. 
Narrowing this down for the mo­ 
ment to the American pictu re, 
re­ 
member that consu mption of Ameri­ 
can cotton last y ear totaled abou t 
10 million bales, and liberal 
esti­ 
mates this y ear cannot foresee con­ 
su mption of more than 12 million 
bales, if that mu ch, du ring the cu r­ 
rent y ear. And 12 million bales, we 
believ e, is the most we can possiblj 
ex pect to be consu med on an av er­ 
age at any time in the fu tu re u nles^ 
radical changes in the way of liv ing, 
in the 
world 
consu mption pictu re 
occu r. 
ju 
So where are we? 
We hav e on 
hand 
more 
than 
twice as mu ch cotton as will 
be 
consu med this y ear. Can we ex pect 
a price rise becau se of the war? 
We don’t believ e we can. 
The 
warring 
nations 
find 
themselv es 
short of foreign ex change here in 
America and what they hav e will 
probably be spent on war materials. 
Cotton is not a war material. 
We 
hav e little dou bt that consu mption 
of American cotton in England and 
Prance will probably 
be 
redu ced, 
and the blockade of Germany will* 
in all probability , prev ent her from 
importing any at all. 
England will tu rn to her domin­ 
ions for all su pplies she can 
get. 
She will get cotton from India and 
Egy pt, and wheat and liv estock from 
Canada and Au stralia. 
From 
the 
United States she will get gu ns and 


aeroplanes and 
mu nitions— mater­ 
ials with which her Dominions can­ 
not su pply her. 
Bu t, the farmer say s, du ring the 
last war the price of cotton soared. 
Can I not ex pect the same thing 
this time? 
We don’t believ e he can. Stu dy 
the charts which hav e been giv en 
y ou . Remember that the su pply 
of 
American cotton today is more than 
8 million bales larger than at 
the 
beginning of the World War, bu t 
consu mption is not likely to be 
as 
large as it was in 19 14-15. 
Before, du ring and after the last 
war the United States held a corner 
on the world cotton market, su pply -^ 
ing 65 per cent of all cotton con­ 
su med in the world. Today we su p­ 
ply abou t 42 per cent. 
There’s no u se dodging the issu e: 
Ou r ex port markets are irreparab­ 
ly damaged. We’re doing ou r best to 
retain ou r fair share of the world 
market and will probably su cceed in 
Joing so. Bu t world conditions hav e 
lost to u s some markets which will 
nev er be regained. 
Let’s look at a few of the many 
~easons why we hav e lost ou r ex ­ 
port markets. And remember, 
this 
process has been a long time trend, 
starting soon after the war. 
First, let’s take a look at the pro­ 
du ction of ray on. Produ ction of ray ­ 
on— which is made 
from 
sawlogs 
and su ch materials— in 
the 
y ear$ 
preceding the last war amou nted to 
abou t 21 million pou nds per y ear, 
the equ iv alent of 49 ,000 bales 
of 
cotton. 
» 
Not enou gh to bother abou t, th<^ 
farmer thou ght— if he thou ght abou t 
it at all. 
Bu t in the two decades following 
the war, the world pictu re changed. 
Trade barriers were thrown u p. The 
United States passed embargo tar­ 
iffs and certain cou ntries retaliated 
with 
embargoes 
against 
United 
States produ cts. World trade slowed 
down. We said, in effect, pay u s all 
the money y ou owe u s bu t pay cash. 
The debtor nations didn’t hav e the 
cash. We w’ou ldn’t take their pro­ 
du cts. Both sides were stalemated. 
With world trade slowed 
down, 
cou ntries like Germany 
and 
Italy 


looked arou nd for something to re­ 
place all this cotton they were forc­ 
ed* to bu y from the United States. 
They went to work and improv ed 
the manu factu re of ray on u ntil it 
was economically sou nd to produ ce 
it in great v olu me. The more ray on 
they produ ced, the less cotton they 
needed. 
By 19 38 produ ction of ray on thru - 
ou t the world amou nted to 1 billion, 
9 48 million pou nds, the equ iv alent 
of 4 1-2 million bales of cotton. 
Gone was a lot of that v alu able 
ex port trade to Germany and Italy 
and Japan and other cou ntries. And, 
by the way , don’t think of ray on as 
something silky and glossy . It’s not 
all that way . Ray on today is made so 
it looks and feels like 
cotton. 
It 
takes an ex pert to tell the differ­ 
ence. 
Going a little fu rther, let’s 
re­ 
v iew the British pictu re. Britain u s­ 
ed to take a lot of American cotton, 
between 3 and 4 million 
bales 
a 
y ear before the war. Last y ear we 
ex ported 400 thou sand bales to the 
United Kingdom. 
What happened? 
Not v ery long after 
the 
war, 
Japan went to work and started de­ 
v eloping her cotton manu factu ring 
indu stry , u nderselling Britain 
and 
taking her cu stomers away . Bu t she 
bou ght American cotton to process, 
so the American said, “ Oh, what’s 
the difference. We lost England as 
a cu stomer and gained Japan.” 
Bu t it wasn’t 
long 
before 
the 
Americans realized they were losing 
more ex ports to Britain than 
they 
were gaining from Japan. Inv estiga­ 
tion disclosed Japan was mix ing the 
American cotton and Indian cotton, 
an inferior grade, 
and 
produ cing 
materials as good as cou ld be made 
from wholly American cotton. 
And 
so part of that market is apparently 
gone for good. 
Bu t let’s go a little farther. 
India went to work and dev eloped 
her cotton manu factu ring indu stry . 
She started produ cing and process­ 
ing most of her own cotton for home 
consu mption. The resu lt: 
Britain’s 
ex ports to India dropped to 14 per 
cent of what they u sed to be. 
The 
same 
thing 
happened 
in 
China. 
Then there’s Brazil which cou ntry 
cotton ex perts consider to be 
ou r 
greatest competitor in cotton 
pro­ 
du ction. When the price of coffee 
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Christmas is the one time of the y ear when 
all people are imbu ed with the desire to ex ­ 
press the v ery best wishes of which they are 
capable—and so it is with u s. 
We ex tend to 
ev ery one of ou r clientele the sincere greetings 
of the season. 
And we hope that we are not 
failing in good cheer all throu gh the y ear— 
when y ou make a deposit or withdrawal, 
when y ou consu lt one of ou r ex pert financial 
adv isers, and when y ou depend on u s for some 
special serv ice which we alone in'this com­ 
mu nity are equ ipped to giv e.

Brazilian 
gov ernment started dev elopment of 
the cotton indu stry . They sent Bra­ 
zilians to American agricu ltu ral col­ 
leges to learn abou t cotton; they in­ 
terested American capital in setting 
u p gins; they bou ght American seed 
—(Tex as seed— and dev eloped 
one- 
v ariety cotton areas and a one-v ari­ 
ety cotton state; American farm ma­ 
chinery brou ght produ ction u p 
to 
date; and what’s more they correct­ 
ed what American 
mistakes 
they 
cou ld discov er in marketing, 
gin­ 
ning, and other phases of the indu s­ 
try . 


Brazil has su bsidized cotton 
pro­ 
du ction indirectly by 
allowing 
a 
better rate of foreign ex change for 
cotton sold abroad. Moreov er, Bra­ 
zil is willing to trade her cotton for 
manu factu red goods— something the 
United States is u nwilling to 
do. 
The United States in effect, 
ev en 
refu sed to accept any importations 
of goods in ex change for any agri­ 
cu ltu ral commodities. The high tar­ 
iffs prev ented su ch trade. 


There are nu merou s other 
rea­ 
sons why consu mption of American 
cotton has decreased— most of them 
y ou hav e heard time and again. We 
won’t attempt to list them all. 


Bu t we want to leav e this thou ght 
with y ou : The situ ation today is far 
different from the situ ation du ring 
the last war. We don’t believ e — 
and we feel fairly su re we are right 
— there will be any appreciable rise 
in the cotton price. Remember that 
ou r su pply is so mu ch larger 
than 
it was before, that ou r world market* 
has shru nk, and that other materials 
can be su bstitu ted in many cases for 
cotton. 
And, remember also, 
abou t 
the 
only chance of getting a high price 
for cotton will be throu gh inflation. 
If cotton goes to 20 cents, prices o^ 
other commodities, of clothes 
and 
cars and farm equ ipment and ev ery ­ 
thing else y ou bu y will rise propor­ 
tionately — or ev en more rapidly . A 
rise in the cotton price u nder su ch 
conditions might ev en resu lt in small­ 
er pu rchasing power for y ou r cot­ 
ton dollar and y ou wou ld be worse 
off than at present.
